Thompson said he didn’t do any- 
thing of that nature, and knew noth- 
«ing about it. 

Otis next read that it was a pur- 
pose of the organization to bring 
about “intelligent competition in- 
stead of ignorant competition.” 
Thompson said he did not know 
what that meant. 

Cannot Explain Clause. 

Otis then wanted to know what 
was meant by a provision that “the 
association desired more cordial re- 
lations among dealers to overcome 
the circulation of baseless charges 
and false reports, and to overcome 
ignorance of conditions in the 
trade.” Thompson said he did not 
know. 

The next question was what hac 
been done toward carrying out a 
provision to bring about a more uni- 
form method of handling and deliv- 
ering supplies. Again the witness 
said he was unable to supply the ir- 
formation.

“Finally, the question of 
America’s participation in the 
league came before the people, 
who decided by a majority of 
7,000,000. Prior to that election 
there had been much discugsion 
on the real meaning of the word 
mandate.

The consensus of the meeting was 
finally set forth in resolutions which undertook to 
show what ought to be done and how to do it. The | 
resolutions declared it to be the duty of the Gov-

CHIEF JUSTICE WHITE. 


In its prerogatives and authority the Supreme Court | 
of the United States is the same today as it was 27 
years ago when Chief Justice White, who has just! 
died, was appointed to its bench. Time has not with- | 
ered the virility breathed into the young institution | 
by the far-seeing, if truculent, genius of Marshall. 
But the court’s outlook has changed. Its processes, 
of reasoning are not as they were. The successful. 
argument of Choate against the constitutionality of 
an income tax act in the late '90s, for example, seems_ 
almost paleozoic to the progressive viewpoint of | 
the twentieth century’s third decade. | 

Judicially, then, Justice White has seen certain 
principles of law become superannuated and abdicate 
to the demands of a broader, gentler justice. Never 
a progressive in the political acceptance of the term, 
he was never a reactionary, either. |

Between the) 
forces of liberalism and conservatism he seems to 
have occupied a midway position of balanced kind- 
liness and prudence. 

The profound respect in which the legal profession 
held him was brightened with a warmth of affection 
which not all of his predecessors have inspired. And 
the people as a whole shared the professional esti- 
mate and attachment. The impression prevailed that 
here was an interpreter to whom the law was not a 
bloodless thing without passion or parts; that the law 
was the voice of justice; that its message could not| 
always flow along the channels of precedent or fit’ 
comfortably into the strict pattern of logic. In ‘other 
words, here was erudition that realized that “the 
letter killeth but the spirit giveth life.” That at- 
titude was specially evidenced in the opinion which 
will probably be held as his farthest departure from 
the canons, wherein Justice White posited a “reason- 
able,” rather than a literal, construction of the lan- 
guage of the statute. 

Sometimes specialized knowledge, like a little learn- 
ing, is a dangerous thing. In the casé of Justice 
White the jurist did not extinguish the man. 
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COMPETITION WITH RESERVATIONS. 


Cost of prodnction, supply and demand, with all 
their trappings of economic sanctity, were trotted out 
when representatives of the brick industry were heard 
by Attorney-General Barrett at Jefferson City.

Wouldn't it be a good idea, now that Prof.

THE MISUSE OF WORDS. 
JOHN FULLER AGNEW in North American Re- 
view. 

RENCH academicians, we are told, in pre- 

paring a new edition of their dictionary, are 
greatly puzzled over American slang, many 
words of which they are at a loss to define. From 
the examples which have been cited, however, 
cne surmises that it is not so much slang that 
gives them trouble as the perverse and detestable 
antiphrasis which has in recent years become one 
of the most annoying, misleading and altogether 
pernicious corruptions of current speech. Genuine 
slang is seldom difficult to interpret. The con- 
text makes it clear. Sometimes it is superfluous, 
sometimes it is vulgar, sometimes it is indefensti- 
ble. But sometimes, too, it is happily conceived 
and is an enrichment of the vocabulary, destined 
on the morrow to become classic speech. The 
current and increasingly prevalent antiphrasis is 
very different. It must be far more puzzling to 
the foreigner than any slang, and far more diffi- 
cult to interpret. It is, moreover, entirely lack- 
ing in the quality of necessity, or even of conven- 
fence. Note, for instance, the now general—in 
even our best newspapers, the practically univer- 
sal—perversion of the familiar word “alibi.” 
There is a word which has a specific meaning, 
and which can properly have no other. Yet it ts 
now almost invariably used in an entirely dif- 
ferent and false sense, namely, as a synonym and 
substitute for “excuse.” Such abuse is the more 
unjustifiable because the word which it replaces 
is practically as short and certainly as eimple and 
convenient. But some crazy obsession has moved 
writers to write “alibi” when they mean “ex- 
cuse,” and I have heard of copy editors actually 
striking out “excuse’’ when it was properly used 
and substituting “alibi!” Nay, I have seen one 
case in which, through the co-operative perver- 
sity of reporter and copy editor, it was stated 
that “‘the man was able to prove, in addition to 
several perfectly good alibis, that he was not at 
that place at that time”! Apparently the word 
may mean anything except what it really does 


mean,

He 
thought the execution of the law 
ought to be as far removed from 
partisan consideration as are the 
eourts, and that the chief executive
